French Minister who was transferred from 
Chili to Washington by — Govern. 
ment of France, in July last, to fill perma- 
nently the vacancy occasioned by the suicide 
of Paradol, has arrived here to relieve Ber- 
themy, and to present his credentials. A 
new phase bas been given te the dipiomatic 
representation of France since the new min- 
ister left his mission at Santiago, and has been 
on his way to Washington, which will pre- 
veut his being received by this Government 
until he is aceredited by the Provisional 
Government of France. It is learned, in fact, 
that this has already been decided by the 
Administration. Berthey willm therefore 
probably continue as the accredited diplomat 
of the new Republic. at least the new govern- 
ment has not superseded him. 
THE ALABAMA CLAIMS. 

The published story that the Alabama 
claimants intend to sell their claims to the 
British Government itself, and thus dispose of 
this great international question, should re- 
ceive little or no credence, ag the British au- 
thorities bave never intimated that they 
would agree toa private settlement except 
with the consent of this Government. The 
Administration has protested and will con- 


tine to protest against any private settle- 


ment, allegimg, as it does, that such a eourse 
is contrary to the uniform practice of the Gov- 
ernment from the foundation. There is no 
doubt, though, that the Alabama claimants 
intend to make another appeal to Congress 
for a settlement. No progress has been made 
in the case by the Administration since May 
last.

The Democratic paty in the Southern 
States, but particularly in Kentueky, 
for whose internal condition the 
Democratic leaders are alone respon- 
sible, should accept the successes 
ot the canvass just closed as so many sug- 
gestions that unge a definite and affirmative 
policy with regard to the negroes.

THE WHISKY Tax-—It is wellknown that the 
whisky business is now languishme, and distil- 
lers are everywhere compiaiding. It 1s pretty 
certain that efforts will be mede during the next 
session of Congress to infuse vitality into this 
department of business, but the question of the 
utmost tmportance ts, who isto be benefited? 
At present, says the Chicago Tribune, bighwines 
are selling at 84 cents per gallon, the cost of pro- 
duction being 30 cents, and the taxes, in all, 64 
cents. The fact thatthe market price ts 10 cents 
below the cost, with tax added, sufficiently showe 
that a third, or half, of all the whisky manufac- 
tured escapes the present specie tax of 80 cents 


per galion, besides the locidental taxes, Maing | 


64 cents in all. 

But the business of stealing the tex has be- 
come so systematized that, after the officers of 
the Government, detectives, gaugers, Warehouse- 
keepers, informers, witnesses, etc., are paid, 
very little extra profit remains to the whisky 
ring. Indeed, in some districts, allhough the 
Government gets but a moderate share of the 
tax, the distillers’ rings are kept on very “short 
commons by the plunder to which they are sub- 
jected, and are doing an tliegitimate and corrupt 
business for very litsie more than legitimate 


rofits. 4 

8 10 meur all the dangers of crime, and, at the 
fame time, all the risks and labor of legitimate 
busipess, with no extra profits, is not salisfacto- 
ry to the whisky-makers. If, therefore, they can 
force up the tax on the manufacture to 81 per 
gelion, which, with incidental taxes, will carry 
the total tax to $1 15, the selling price in the 
market Will go up to $1 0 or $1 25, possibly 
$1 @. This will bea profit of fifty cents per gal- 
lon to the holders of stocks, and the whisky ring 
will be holde:s to a very large amount. Estima- 
ting our annual production dt 80,000,000 gallons, 
and supposing only ten weeks product to be in 
etore Oron band, there would bea profit of eight 
millions of dollars for the ring. 

It is asserted that hitherto, in bringing certain 
forces to bear upos Congress, whisky holders 
Dave formed an alliance wilh temperance men 
to Increase the tax, the whisky men wanting the 
money and the temperance men belifving that 
by mereasing the tax less whisky is consumed.

Von Der Tas 

Gen. Von Der Tann, Who has suffered the 
first German defeat of the war, is a Bavarian, 
and was born at Ingolstadt. He is now fifty- 
five years of age. In 1833 he graduated at 
the Military School with the highest honors. 
King Lewis the First, who was present at 
young Von Der Tann’s cxamination, was 
highly pleased with the result, and took the 
promising youth under his especial protec- 
tion. He was assigned to a position ia the 
Royal Guards, and received rapid and de- 
served promotion. Ina the war between Den- 
mark and Germany he was permitted to en- 
ter the German y. In the Schleswig- 
Helstem campsign Von Der Tann distin- 
guished himself so much that his name 
was repeated all over Germany 
as that of “a chevalier sans peur et 
sans reproche.”’ The Danish campaigns, héw- 
ever, terminated in a manner humiliating to

Fast Time. 

We clip the following account of fast trot- 
ting from Saturday’s Lexiogton Press, de- 
lieving it will be of much interest to turfmen 
and others fond of fancy stock throughout 
the State: 
yesterday afternoon on Dr. Herr’s Park, Mr. 
I. K. Chiles’ (of this city) gray yearling colt, 
by Hert's Mambrino Paichen, out of a Ned 
Forrest mare, trotted a mile in 3:373¢, and re 
peated in the ut paralleled ume of 3:38%4. Dr. 
Herr, without previous notice, awarded one 
of the handsomest premiums ever given on 
a similar occasion—a silver fruit stand of 
unusual style and beauty in design and 
workmarship. The Doctor is justly proud 
of bis horse, which, though young, has sired 
more ſast horses than any other in the coun- 
try. Dr. Herr also trotted his own colt, 
Mambrino Bertie, two years old, by Mambrino 
Pateben, dam by Mambrino, in 2:57, 2:485¢ 
and 2:46; be trutted his first quarte: in the 
last mile in 40 seconds, half a mile in 1:20, 
three-quarters in 2:00, and made two stops, 
breaking in de last quarter to the starting 
point. All present were of the opinion that, 
had he not made the break, he could have 
trotted it easily in 2:40. It was suggested to 
De. Herr that It would be better not to trot 
bim the third mile, as it might be over- 
tasking him; as be had made such splendid 
time, they would not run the risk of breaking 
him down. The Doctor remarked: “He 
is agame colt, and will go the last milé faster 
than the rst. From the time made it will 
be seen that it was the best ou record, beat- 
ing Nicotine, the famous Eastern two-year- 
old, 12& seconds, and Blackwood, two years 
old, 14 seconds, Mambrino Bertie is inbred, 
being dy Mambrino Patchen and out of a 
Mambrino mare, Mr. Chiles and Dr. Herr 
may well be proud of their colts, for, in the 
estimation of those who witnessed the trot- 
ting, there are no beter or more promising, 
and do great credit to the sire, who is. a fall 
brother of Lady Thorn.
